There were strong bomb- 
proofs and casemates and a citadel of 
hoavy masonry which, in anticipation 
of some raiding Farragut. they stored 
•with ajnmtinition and supplies for a 
long siege. Fort Philip, across tbe 
river from Fort Jackson, was built of 
Btone and brick and mounted fifty-two 
guns. 


The best channel np the river from
